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Receipt  of  this  booklet  renders  each  student 
responsible  for  a knowledge  of  all  Rules  and 
Regulations . 

Phillips  Academy  assumes  that  each  student  is  a 
gentleman  and  that  he  desires  by  earnest  cooperation 
with  his  teachers  and  his  fellow  students  to  live 
up  to  the  best  traditions  of  the  Academy.  Its  rules 
are  few;  they  are  the  product  of  the  experience 
of  more  than  a century  and  a half;  and  they  are 
here  set  down  that  the  student  may  know  the  limits 
placed  on  his  freedom  of  action  and  guide  himself 
accordingly.  The  use  of  common  sense  by  the 
student  will  prevent  actions  which,  though  not 
specifically  forbidden,  are  harmful  to  him  and  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Academy  and  therefore 
subject  to  penalty.  In  case  of  doubt  a boy  should 
always  consult  his  counselor. 

These  regulations  apply  to  every  pupil  of  the 
school,  whether  a boarder  or  a day  student,  and 
are  effective  from  his  arrival  in  Andover  to  his 
departure. 
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FUNDAMENTAL  PRINCIPLES  and  RULES 


The  following  offenses  will  render  a student 
liable  to  dismissal: 

1 . Dishonesty 

2.  The  drinking  or  possession  of  alcoholic 
beverages 

3.  Absence  from  bounds  without  permission 

4.  Conduct  unbecoming  a gentleman  any- 
where or  at  any  time 

A record  of  eight  unexcused  cuts  or  of  eight 
demerits  will  subject  the  student  to  severe  discipline. 

A student  already  under  discipline  will  by  added 
offense  subject  himself  to  more  severe  penalties. 


SPECIFIC  REGULATIONS 

1 . The  possession  or  use  of  firearms,  explosives  of 
any  kind,  and  dangerous  weapons  is  forbidden. 

2.  Smoking  is  forbidden  to  members  of  the  two 
lower  classes.  Smoking  in  bounds  is  permitted 
to  Seniors  and  Upper  Middlers  only: 

a.  In  the  Commons  Lounge  outside  study  hours. 
The  Commons  Lounge  will  be  open  until 
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11  p.m.  after  entertainments  on  Saturday 
nights,  but  only  Seniors  and  Upper  Middlers 
free  from  restriction  may  enjoy  its  privileges. 

b.  In  a master’s  quarters  at  the  invitation  of 
the  host. 

c.  In  the  dining  room  and  lobby  of  the  Andover 
Inn  when  the  student  is  a guest  at  a meal. 

d.  In  society  houses  outside  study  hours.  So- 
ciety members  may  smoke  on  the  grounds  of 
their  own  society  as  well  as  in  the  house 
during  the  times  when  they  are  allowed  to 
smoke  elsewhere. 

To  Seniors  only: 

a.  In  Flagstaff  Court,  on  the  terrace  before 
Foxcroft  and  Bartlet,  and  in  front  of  Bishop 
Hall  outside  study  hours. 

For  the  purpose  of  smoking  rules  alone . day- 
time study  hours  shall  be  defined  as  extending 
from  8:00  a.m.  to  20  minutes  after  the  begin- 
ning of  lunch  on  week  days.  On  Mondays,  Tues- 
days, Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  study  hours  also 
extend  from  4:07  p.m.  to  20  minutes  after  the 
beginning  of  dinner. 

3.  The  use  or  possession  of  radios  is  forbidden. 

4.  At  Assembly,  at  recitations,  in  the  Library,  and 
in  the  Commons,  the  student  is  required  to  wear 
coat,  necktie,  and  clean  trousers.  (Informal 
attire  at  the  Commons  is  permitted  on  Saturday 
evenings  only.)  At  the  church  services  on  Sun- 
day mornings  the  student  is  requested  to  wear 
a dark  suit,  dark  shoes  and  tie,  and  a white 
shirt. 
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HOUSE  REGULATIONS 

1.  Each  entry  of  a dormitory  constitutes  a sep- 
arate unit. 

2.  A member  of  the  faculty  has  at  all  times  the 
right  of  immediate  entrance  to  a student’s  room. 

3.  During  study  hours  and  when  not  meeting 
stated  appointments,  students  must  be  in  their 
own  rooms  or  the  Library.  But,  until  10  p.m., 
students  may  pass  from  room  to  room  within 
their  houses  if  such  visits  contribute  to  school 
work,  and  are  conducted  in  an  orderly  manner. 

Note  1 . The  counselor  may  withhold  the  privi- 
lege of  visiting  and  of  being  visited. 
(Room  Probation) 

Note  2.  Study  hours: 

8:00  a.m.  to  12:23  p.m.  on  week  days. 
4:07  to  6:00  p.m.  on  Mondays,  Tues- 
days, Thursdays,  and  Fridays. 

After  8:00  p.m.  every  evening  save 
Saturday. 

4.  Juniors  must  be  in  bed  with  lights  out  at  9:30, 
Lower  Middlers  at  10  p.m.  In  the  interests  of 
health  and  scholastic  efficiency,  10:30  is  recom- 
mended as  the  bed  hour  for  Upper  Middlers, 
11  p.m.  for  Seniors. 

5 . Beds  must  be  made  and  ready  for  inspection  by 
8 a.m.  on  week  days  and  by  11  a.m.  on  Sun- 
days. Rooms  must  be  neat  at  all  times. 
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6.  The  playing  of  musical  instruments  is  for- 
bidden during  study  hours. 

7.  Pianos,  wind  or  band  instruments,^  well  as 
electrical  apparatus  not  approved  by  the  school 
are  barred.  Provision  outside  the  dormitories 
is  made  for  students  who  wish  to  play  instru- 
ments or  listen  to  musical  broadcasts. 

. Pets  are  forbidden. 

. No  visitor  may  spend  the  night  in  a dormitory 
without  the  consent  of  the  counselor.  The  host 
shall  be  responsible  for  his  guest’s  observance 
of  all  dormitory  regulations.  No  girl  may  call 
on  a student  in  his  room  without  the  express 
permission  of  his  counselor. 

10.  Ball  playing,  snow-balling,  and  games  in  gen- 
eral must  be  carried  on  at  a safe  distance  from 
the  school  buildings.  Golf  may  be  practiced 
only  on  Pearson  Field,  which  is  south  of  the 
Varsity  football  field. 

11.  On  Sundays,  casual  or  informal  athletics  and 
games  are  permitted  on  the  school  grounds 
not  adjacent  to  Main  Street. 

12.  Students  must  avoid  creation  of  any  fire 
hazard,  must  exercise  care  in  the  use  of  fire- 
places, and  must  not  tamper  with  fire  escapes 
and  fire  extinguishers. 

AUTOMOBILES  AND  BICYCLES 

1 . The  possession,  renting,  or  driving  of  any 
motor  vehicle  is  forbidden  to  boarding 
students. 

2.  Day  students  who  have  permission  to  drive  to 
school  must  park  their  cars  in  the  proper 
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space  behind  George  Washington  Hall.  They 
may  not  use  their  cars  except  to  drive  to  and 
from  school. 

3.  While  within  the  school  bounds  no  boy  may 
ride  in  any  motor  vehicle  without  the  express 
permission  of  the  Excusing  Officer  except 
under  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  with  a member  of  the  faculty. 

(b)  with  his  parents,  or,  with  advance  per- 
mission from  his  counselor,  with  those  of 
another  student. 

(c)  in  a licensed  taxicab  directly  between  the 
school  and  the  railroad  station. 

4.  Boys  may  not  ride  on  the  running  boards  of 
any  car. 

5 . Boys  may  not  garage  cars  in  or  near  Andover. 

6.  Boys  may  not  ride  bicycles  on  or  about  the 
campus  without  the  express  permission  of  the 
Dean  of  Students.  The  riding  of  bicycles  on  or 
across  Main  Street,  or  on  the  paths  or  side- 
walks of  Phillips  Academy  or  of  the  town  is 
forbidden. 

EXCUSES 

An  excuse  is  a privilege,  not  a right,  and  may  . 
be  granted  or  withheld  at  the  discretion  of  the 
counselor  or  the  Excusing  Officer. 

1 . All  excuses  must  be  obtained  in  advance. 

2.  Excuses  to  go  down  town  during  day  study 
hours,  or  to  visit  in  other  dormitories  during 
evening  study  hours  must  be  obtained  from 
the  student’s  counselor. 
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3.  Excuses  for  canvassing  must  be  obtained  from 
the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students  before 
5 P.M. 

4.  Out-of-town  excuses  and  all  special  excuses 
must  be  obtained  from  the  Excusing  Officer  in 
his  office  during  regular  office  hours. 

5.  An  excuse  for  calling  at  Abbot  Academy  may 
be  obtained  only  from  a student’s  own 
counselor. 

6.  No  excuses  will  be  granted  on  Sunday  night 
except  for  the  Library. 

7.  All  evening  excuses  expire  at  ten  o’clock,  ex- 
cept that  a student  calling  on  a member  of 
the  faculty  on  Saturday  night  with  an  excuse 
from  his  counselor  may  have  his  excuse  ex- 
tended by  his  host  to  eleven  o’clock. 

8.  Each  term  a student  not  under  restriction  may 
take  two  regular  out-of-town  excuses. 

9.  On  an  overnight  excuse  a boy  may  leave  after 
his  last  regularly  scheduled  appointment  Satur- 
day morning.  He  must  report  in  person  to  the 
Excusing  Officer  before  8 P.M.  Sunday. 

10.  Overnight  excuses  may  be  taken  for  the  fol- 
lowing purposes: 

(a)  to  go  home,  or 

(b)  to  visit  with  parents  at  some  place 
other  than  at  their  own  home,  or 

(c)  to  visit  friends  or  relatives. 

Written  permission  from  home  and  a written 
invitation  from  the  host  or  hostess  are  re- 
quired when  a boy  wishes  to  spend  an  overnight 
excuse  at  any  place  other  than  his  own  home. 
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11.  Day  Excuses  are  granted  usually  on  Saturdays. 
Boys  may  leave  after  their  last  regularly  sched- 
uled appointment  and  must  report  back  before 

8 P.M. 

12.  Every  out-of-town  excuse  covers  only  that  pur- 
pose and  that  destination  for  which  it  was 
issued. 

13.  All  letters  concerning  out-of-town  and  special 
excuses  should  be  sent  directly  to  the  Excusing 
Officer. 

14.  All  students  are  responsible  for  the  detailed 
excuse  rules  given  each  student  shortly  after 
the  opening  of  the  school  year,  and  for  all 
rules  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  course 
of  the  school  year. 

ABSENCES 

A student  is  expected  to  meet  all  his  regular 
school  appointments,  except  in  cases  of  illness  or 
emergency.  A limited  number  of  “cuts”  are  granted 
to  allow  for  emergencies,  and  for  that  purpose  only . 

1 . A “cut”  is  incurred  for  every  absence  from  a 
required  school  appointment. 

2.  Absence  from  the  dormitory  during  evening- 
study  hours  may  subject  the  student  to  added 
“cuts”;  absence  between  10:00  p.m.  and  5:00 
a.m.  renders  the  student  liable  to  dismissal. 

3.  Three  “cuts”  are  canceled  at  the  end  of  the 
Fall  term  and  of  the  Winter  term.  A student 
returns  at  the  opening  of  the  school  in  Sep- 
tember free  of  “cuts.” 
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4.  Attendance  at  breakfast  is  compulsory  for  all 
boarding  students. 

5.  A petition  presented  more  than  two  weeks 
after  an  absence  will  not  be  accepted. 

6.  A record  of  eight  “cul;s”  renders  the  student 
liable  to  severe  discipline. 

DEMERITS 

1 . Demerits  are  given : 

a.  For  inattention  or  disorder  in  classroom. 

b.  For  disorder  in  school  buildings. 

c.  For  special  offenses  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty  or  Headmaster. 

2.  No  demerits  are  canceled  from  a student’s  rec- 
ord during  the  year.  Except  by  vole  of  the 
Faculty  demerits  are  not  carried  over  into  a 
new  school  year. 

3.  A record  of  eight  demerits  renders  the  student 
liable  to  dismissal. 

NO-EXCUSE  AND  PROBATION 

1.  If  at  a regular  scholarship  rating  a student 
passes  fewer  than  twelve  hours  of  his  scheduled 
work,  he  is  automatically  placed  on  the  No- 
Excuse  List. 

2.  At  a regular  scholarship  rating,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Faculty,  a student  may  be  placed 
on  the  Special  No-Excuse  List  for  fewer  hours 
of  failure,  or  for  unsatisfactory  work  or 
attitude. 
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3 . At  a regular  scholarship  rating  a student  whose 
scholastic  work  is  unsatisfactory  but  whose 
effort  and  attitude  are  good  may  be  warned  by 
the  Headmaster  that  he  may  be  required  to 
withdraw  unless  his  work  improves. 

4.  At  a regular  scholarship  rating  a student  may 
be  placed  on  Probation,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Faculty,  in  order  to  advise  him  that  he  may 
be  dismissed  from  school  at  the  next  regular 
scholarship  rating,  unless  his  scholastic  effort 
and  attitude  are  improved. 

5.  Probation  for  misconduct  may  be  imposed  at 
any  time. 

6.  A student  on  No-Excuse  or  Probation  for 
scholastic  reasons  may  be  released  only  at  a 
regular  scholarship  rating. 

7.  Except  for  special  occasions  announced  by  the 
Headmaster,  no  excuses  are  granted  to  a boy 
on  the  No-Excuse  or  Probation  Lists. 

8.  A student  who  violates  the  smoking  rules  is 
placed  on  Smoking  Probation  for  twelve  weeks 
exclusive  of  vacations.  A second  offense  renders 
a student  liable  to  dismissal. 


RATINGS  AND  EXAMINATIONS 

I . Regular  scholarship  ratings  are  held  at  the 
middle  as  well  as  at  the  end  of  the  Fall,  Win- 
ter, and  Spring  terms. 
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2.  Reports  are  mailed  to  the  parents  or  guardians 
of  students  immediately  following  the  mid-term 
ratings,  and  full  scholarship  reports  are  sent 
at  the  close  of  every  term. 

3.  All  marks  for  incomplete  work  (whether  pass- 
ing or  not)  are  bracketed. 

4.  Faithfulness  and  effort  are  indicated  by  letters 
(appended  to  term  marks)  as  follows: 

A — Superlative  effort. 

B — Satisfactory  effort. 

C — Mediocre  and  unsatisfactory  effort. 

D — Thoroughly  unsatisfactory  effort. 

Changes  in  effort  are  shown  by  one  letter 
following  another;  i.e.,  C-B.  B-A,  indicate  im- 
provement and  B-C,  C-D.  deterioration. 

5.  During  stated  examination  periods  all  the  cus- 
tomary regulations  remain  in  force. 

6.  No  books  or  notes  may  be  taken  into  any 
examination  room.  Any  communication  be- 
tween students  during  an  examination  will  be 
regarded  as  a serious  offense. 

CLASSIFICATION 

A student  is  classified  as  Junior , Lower  Middler, 
Upper  Middler , or  Senior  according  to  his  aca- 
demic credits  and  not  according  to  the  number 
of  years  he  has  been  in  school  or  the  class  to  which 
he  belonged  the  preceding  year. 

HONOR  ROLL 

Any  student  with  a general  average  of  88% 
and  no  grade  lower  than  75%  is  placed  on  the 
First  Honor  Roll.  Any  student  with  an  average  of 
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83%  in  all  his  subjects  and  no  grade  lower  than 
70%  is  placed  on  the  Second  Honor  Roll.  Three 
extra  days  at  the  end  of  the  Winter  and  Spring 
vacations  are  granted  to  boys  who  are  on  the  First 
Honor  Roll;  two  extra  days  are  similarly  granted 
to  boys  who  are  on  the  Second  Honor  Roll.  Boys 
on  the  Honor  Roll  at  the  end  of  the  year  may  take 
their  extra  days  only  as  extensions  of  week-end 
excuses  during  the  Fall  term.  Honor  Roll  boys  are 
given  preference  in  the  choice  of  rooms  for  the 
succeeding  year. 

CHURCH  ATTENDANCE 

Attendance  at  a church  service  on  Sunday  is 
required  of  all  students  whether  they  are  members 
of  a church  or  not.  Upon  written  request  from 
parents  or  guardians  students  may  be  excused  from 
attendance  at  the  Academy  Chapel  to  attend  other 
churches  in  Andover. 

SATURDAY  EVENING  ENTERTAINMENTS 

1 . Students  are  admitted  to  the  entertainments 
in  George  Washington  Hall  on  Saturday  eve- 
nings by  a special  ticket.  This  ticket  bears  the 
student’s  name  and  is  issued  by  his  counselor. 

2.  The  floor  of  George  Washington  Hall  is  re- 
served for  students.  The  gallery  is  reserved 
for  students  and  their  families,  for  invited 
guests  of  the  school,  and  for  members  of  the 
Faculty  and  their  guests. 

3.  Attire,  while  informal,  must  be  respectable. 

4.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  attend  the  moving 
pictures  in  the  town. 
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ELIGIBILITY 

The  eligibility  rule  as  stated  below  shall  apply 
to  all  students  (including  the  managers)  represent- 
ing the  school  in  any  of  the  following  organizations, 
each  of  which  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  rule , 
be  known  as  a major  organization:  all  organi- 
zations comprising  the  Athletic  Association;  the 
Boards  of  all  school  publications;  the  Musical 
Clubs,  the  Dramatic  Club,  and  the  Promenade 
Committees. 

1 . No  student  on  probation  shall,  during  the  term 
of  his  probation,  represent  the  school  in  any 
major  organization  or  hold  a position  of 
dignity  or  responsibility. 

2.  The  names  of  all  candidates  for  the  boards  of 
publications  (with  the  exception  of  the  edi- 
torial board  of  the  Mirror ),  dramatic  casts, 
promenade  committees,  and  the  Class  Day 
Committee,  and  of  officers  of  the  Film  Society 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Eligibility  Committee 
of  the  Faculty,  before  they  commence  activity. 

3.  The  names  of  candidates  for  election  to  the 
editorial  board  of  the  Mirror  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Eligibility  Committee  before 
election. 

4.  No  student  shall  “heel”  while  on  No-Excuse  or 
Probation,  nor  may  he  be  elected  to  a board 
while  under  such  restriction. 

5.  The  appointment  of  managers  and  assistant 
managers  of  athletic  teams  shall  be  left  solely 
to  the  Advisory  Board  under  the  same  eligi- 
bility rules  as  apply  to  members  of  varsity 
teams.

A LETTER  FROM  THE  HEADMASTER 

Phillips  Academy  is  now  171  years  old.  From 
the  very  beginning  it  has  been  both  a democratic 
and  a national  school.  From  the  beginning,  too,  its 
boys  have  earned  for  themselves  a reputation  for 
self-reliance  and  for  a marked  sense  of  respon- 
sibility. 

The  year  1778  was  a dark  year  for  those  Amer- 
icans who  were  fighting  for  freedom,  — yet  a few  of 
them  had  the  faith  and  courage  to  found  this  school. 
The  year  1949  is  also  putting  freedom-loving  Amer- 
icans to  a severe  test,  — yet  many  of  them  are  con- 
tributing generously  to  the  Endowment  Fund  in  the 
belief  that  this  school  must  continue. 

Throughout  these  years  Andover  has  become 
evermore  certain  that  its  ideals  and  aims  are  sound, 
and  more  resolved  that  they  shall  be  achieved  in- 
creasingly with  each  new  group  of  boys.  You  will 
find  that  your  teachers  are  convinced  of  these  things, 
and  that  they  are  sincere  and  able  men,  devoted  to 
guiding  and  assisting  boys  to  become  as  fine  men 
as  those  who  have  preceded  them  through  school 
here. 

You  must  strive  to  understand  these  ideals.  You 
must  seize  the  opportunities  that  are  here.  You  must 
become  the  men  that  the  world  of  tomorrow  needs — 
pace-setters,  men  to  whom  other  men  will  turn,  men 
who  will  increasingly  strive  for  greater  progress 
without  abandoning  those  ideals  of  faith,  integrity, 
and  selflessness  which  make  any  man  great,  and 
hence  deserving  of  his  freedom.

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COUNSELORS 

The  various  faculty  housemasters  are  counselors 
for  the  boys  in  their  dormitories,  as  are  certain 
other  members  of  the  faculty  who  serve  in  this 
capacity  for  day  students.  A boy’s  faculty  counselor 
is  charged  with  looking  out  for  the  best  interests 
of  all  boys  under  his  care.  He  wishes  to  know  you 
closely  as  both  friend  and  counselor.  If  you  have 
problems  or  questions,  take  them  to  him,  as  well 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  school  year  as  in  the 
opening  days.  “If  in  doubt,  ask  your  counselor”  is 
a good  motto  for  the  new  boy  at  Andover. 

CLASS  OFFICERS 

The  program  of  studies  of  each  boy  is  in  charge 
of  a member  of  the  faculty  known  as  his  Class 
Officer.  Normally  a boy  will  have  the  same  class 
officer  throughout  his  school  career.  Changes  in 
program  can  be  made  only  in  consultation  with 
him.  The  Class  Officers  are  as  follows:

THE  CUM  LAUDE  SOCIETY 

Corresponding  to  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society  in 
colleges  is  the  preparatory  school  organization 
known  as  the  Cum  Laude  Society.  Its  aim  is  to 
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beotow  recognition  of  high  scholarship  throughout 
the  secondary  schools  of  the  country.  The  Society 
was  founded  at  the  Tome  School  in  1906,  and  has 
gradually  been  enlarged  until  now  there  are  112 
active  chapters.  In  Andover  a student  may  be  elected 
after  satisfying  one  of  two  sets  of  conditions.  A 
student  who  at  the  end  of  the  Spring  term  of  his 
Senior  year  has  a general  average  of  83%,  and  no 
grade  lower  than  65%  covering  the  year’s  work  is 
elected  to  the  Society.  Also  at  the  end  of  the  Fall 
term  of  a student’s  Senior  year  he  is  elected  to  the 
Society  if  he  has  maintained  this  standard  through 
his  entire  Upper  Middle  year  and  through  the  Fall 
term  of  his  Senior  year.  Formal  initiation  takes 
place  at  the  Commencement  Exercises. 

PRIZES 

Privileges  are  granted  for  being  on  the  Honor 
Roll,  and  prizes  are  awarded  for  proficiency  in 
individual  subjects.  Trophies  and  scholarships  are 
presented  on  a variety  of  bases,  such  as  improve- 
ment, versatility,  attendance,  and  character.  Most 
awards  are  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Faculty  Committee  on  Prizes  and  Awards. 

ACADEMY  CHAPEL 

The  Church  of  Christ  in  Phillips  Academy  is 
undenominational,  having  among  its  members  indi- 
viduals from  many  different  churches.  Membership 
is  of  course  voluntary,  and  is  based  upon  a state- 
ment of  Christian  purpose  which  reads  as  follows: 

“I  declare  my  purpose  to  be  a disciple  of  Jesus 
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Christ  and  to  do  the  will  of  God  as  revealed  to  me 
through  Him.  In  entering  the  membership  of  the 
Church  of  Christ  in  Phillips  Academy  I promise  my 
fellowship  in  worship,  in  service,  and  in  Christian 
living  and  my  cooperation  in  the  Christian  work  of 
the  world.” 

The  church  officers  include  the  clerk,  treasurer, 
four  faculty  deacons  and  twelve  student  deacons. 
Mr.  A.  Graham  Baldwin  is  the  School  Minister. 

THE  LIBRARY 

The  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  Library,  built  in 
1929,  contains  about  65,000  volumes  and  currently 
receives  over  100  periodicals. 

No  card  is  required.  The  use  of  the  Library  is 
free  to  all  students  at  the  Academy7.  Many  of  the 
books  circulate,  but  some  are  restricted  to  use  in 
the  Library  building.  In  general,  all  books  in  the 
Freeman  Room  (right  as  one  enters)  and  all  books 
in  the  Garver  Room  (left  as  one  enters)  are  to  be 
used  only7  in  the  building. 

The  stacks,  or  shelves,  in  the  rear  of  the  Main 
Desk,  are  open  to  the  students,  and  most  of  these 
books  may  be  taken  from  the  building  after  the 
cards  in  the  back  of  the  book  have  been  properly 
signed. 

All  students  using  the  Library  after  8 P.M. 
are  required  to  see  that  their  names  are  recorded, 
together  with  the  time  they  enter  and  leave  the 
building. 

BOOKS  ABOUT  ANDOVER 

In  order  to  understand  Andover  life  and  tra- 
dition as  fully  as  possible,  a student  should  read 
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fhe  various  books  and  pamphlets  which  have  been 
written  about  the  Academy.  Prominent  among  these 
are  An  Old  New  England  School , Men  of  Andover , 
both  by  Dr.  Claude  M.  Fuess,  and  a pamphlet  en- 
titled On  Andover  Hill prepared  by  members  of 
the  Academy  Faculty.  Attention  is  also  called  to 
The  Phillips  Bulletin,  a quarterly  magazine  which 
presents  to  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the  school  a 
record  and  an  interpretation  of  Andover  life. 

Chapters  on  Andover  may  be  found  in  other 
volumes,  which  can  be  had  on  inquiry  from  one 
of  the  librarians. 


LOAN  LIBRARY 

For  the  benefit  of  scholarship  boys  the  school 
maintains  a Loan  Library  in  Samuel  Phillips  Hall, 
Room  31.  This  consists  of  a collection  of  text 
books  for  the  special  use  of  boys  on  the  scholarship 
list  and,  so  far  as  they  can  be  accomodated,  other 
students  as  well.  The  books  may  be  kept  for  the 
duration  of  the  course.  It  is  expected  that  they  will 
be  returned  in  good  condition.  Mutilated  books  or 
unreturned  books  must  be  paid  for  by  the  boy 
borrowing  them.  In  each  case  the  boy  must  return 
the  identical  book  which  he  borrows  (each  book  is 
numbered  and  a record  kept)  ; otherwise  he  will  be 
charged  the  same  as  if  the  book  had  been  lost. 

Roys  on  the  scholarship  list  should  obtain  permits 
from  Mr.  Gibson,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Self- 
Help,  as  soon  as  they  arrive  at  school. 
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LOST  AND  FOUND 

The  Loan  Library  maintains  a Lost  and  Found 
Department,  where  all  students  may  claim  books 
and  articles  of  clothing  that  have  been  picked  up 
in  school  buildings. 

THE  STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Medical  care  of  students’  injuries  and  illnesses 
is  given  at  the  Isham  Infirmary,  a small,  modern, 
well-equipped  hospital.  The  Infirmary  is  open  at 
all  times,  both  day  and  night.  Students  are  welcome 
at  all  times,  but  except  in  the  case  of  emergency 
they  should  not  come  to  the  Infirmary  during  a 
classroom  period:  for  the  care  of  minor  ailments 
it  is  best  to  visit  the  Infirmary  in  the  early  after- 
noon, directly  after  luncheon. 

Facilities  for  dental  care  are  available  at  the 
Infirmary  and  its  physicians  are  willing  and  able 
to  give  good  advice  should  the  services  of  other 
specialists  be  desirable.  All  out-of-town  appoint- 
ments for  dental  care  or  for  various  medical  or  sur- 
gical specialists  must  be  made  through  the  Student 
Health  Service  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Excus- 
ing Officer. 

Either  one  of  the  school  physicians  is  at  the 
Infirmary  at  almost  all  times  between  the  hours  of 
nine  and  five  but  in  their  absence  no  student  should 
hesitate  to  make  an  appointment  to  see  either  of 
them.  Appointments  may  be  made  through  Mrs. 
Cole,  the  secretary,  or  through  one  of  the  nurses. 
The  school  physicians  urge  that  no  student  take 
any  medication  without  their  consent,  and  hope 
that  all  students  will  freely  consult  them  about  any 
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illness,  injury,  emotional  difficulty  or  cause  of 
undue  worry  which  they  may  develop.  There  is  no 
charge  for  the  services  of  the  school  physician  at 
the  Infirmary,  and  almost  all  students  are  adequate- 
ly protected  from  the  costs  of  medical  care  by  other 
than  the  academy’s  staff  by  the  student  medical  re- 
imbursement plan.  These  factors  should  encourage 
students  to  seek  medical  advice  without  hesitation. 

In  order  to  protect  others  from  contracting  any 
of  the  communicable  diseases  which  are  being  cared 
for  in  the  Infirmary  at  practically  all  times,  visit- 
ing the  patients  is  not  allowed.  Under  special  cir- 
cumstances permission  may  be  granted  either  faculty 
members  or  students,  but  only  when  the  reasons  are 
adequate  and  the  chance  of  the  visitor  catching 
some  illness  is  slight. 

THE  ART  GALLERY 

The  Addison  Gallery  of  American  Art  was  es- 
tablished in  1930  in  order  that  the  students  of 
Phillips  Academy  might  become  acquainted  with 
the  objects  of  art  and  craftsmanship  of  their  own 
country.  The  gallery  has  a high  rank  among  the 
smaller  museums  in  the  country,  with  a well- 
equipped  building  providing  space  for  extensive 
loan  exhibitions  in  addition  to  the  permanent  col- 
lections. These  loan  exhibitions  vary  widely  in  sub- 
ject and  period,  and  include  foreign  as  well  as 
native  art. 

In  the  basement,  a studio  provides  facilities  for 
courses  in  drawing  and  painting.  Students  who  are 
not  enrolled  in  regular  courses  are,  nevertheless, 
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welcome  at  any  time,  either  to  try  their  hand  or 
merely  to  look  around. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Addison  Gallery  to  serve 
as  a place  where  students  may  develop  their  hobbies 
and  cultural  interests.  The  gallery  is  open  the  year 
round  and  free  to  the  general  public,  as  well  as  to 
the  student  body.  Members  of  the  staff  are  in  at- 
tendance to  give  any  information  or  assistance 
which  may  be  desired.  The  regular  hours  during 
the  school  year  are:  daily,  including  Saturday, 
9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m. ; Sunday,  2:30  to  5:00  p.m. 

COMMON  ROOMS 

The  Ryley  Room  in  the  basement  of  the  Commons 
has  been  furnished  as  a lounge  room  for  Seniors 
and  Upper  Middlers  only. 

The  second  floor  of  Peabody  House  is  a Com- 
mon Room  for  the  Lower  Middle  Class.  Smoking  is 
not  allowed  in  this  room,  but  various  forms  of  recre- 
ation, such  as  pool,  ping  pong,  chess,  and  checkers, 
are  provided. 

Common  Rooms  for  the  Junior  Class  are  avail- 
able in  both  Williams  Hall  and  Rockwell  House. 


TREASURER'S  OFFICE 

The  Treasurer’s  Office  maintains  facilities  for 
the  safekeeping  of  money.  An  envelope  accessible 
only  to  the  owner  is  provided  for  each  boy.  A 
record  is  made  whenever  a deposit  or  withdrawal 
occurs.  Boys  should  not  keep  money  in  their  rooms. 
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The  office  is  closed  to  students  after  12:30  p.m.  on 
Saturdays  and  after  2:00  p.m.  on  all  other  week- 
days. 


BUREAU  OF  SELF-HELP 

The  Bureau  of  Self-Help,  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Dean  of  Students,  who  acts  for  the  Scholar- 
ship Committee,  is  organized  to  provide  oppor- 
tunity for  boys  on  the  Scholarship  List  to  earn 
part  of  their  tuition  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  enable 
the  boys  of  the  school  to  obtain  the  services  of  vari- 
ous business  organizations  with  minimum  difficulty. 


No  boy  may  act  as  an  agent  for  any  concern 
or  individual  without  the  express  permission  of  the 
Bureau.  A boy  who  undertakes  a concession  must 
make  a satisfactory,  complete  account  of  his  busi- 
ness dealings  before  he  will  be  granted  honorable 
dismissal. 

Student  agents  canvass  the  dormitories,  usually 
on  Friday  evenings,  selling  subscriptions  and  serv- 
ices and  collecting  accounts.  It  is  expected  that  all 
accounts  with  these  agents  will  be  settled  not  later 
than  the  middle  of  the  term.  Boys  who  are  not 
approached  by  canvassers  and  who  wish  to  sign  up 
for  any  service,  should  consult  the  bulletin  boards 
or  Mr.  Gibson,  Director  of  the  Bureau.  Complaints 
about  unsatisfactory  service  should  be  taken  up  with 
the  agent  directly,  or  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Self- 
Help. 
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There  are  a number  of  reasons  why  members  of 
the  student  body  should  deal  on  the  campus  only 
with  student  agents.  It  is  particularly  requested 
that  any  boy  who  finds  an  outside  salesman  in  the 
dormitory  or  on  the  campus  should  report  him 
immediately  to  the  Dean  of  Students. 

ATHLETICS  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  Department  of  Physical  Education  and  Ath- 
letics promotes  three  general  classifications  of  activ- 
ity. These  are:  the  interscholastic  athletic  (\  arsity 
and  J.  V.  sports),  the  intramural  athletic  (Club 
sports ) , and  the  physical  education  program. 

All  attempt  to  aid  in  the  attainment  of  the  general 
aims  and  ideals  toward  which  the  institution  strives 
and  to  help  the  individual  student  meet  optimum 
standards  in  the  development  of  organic  vigor,  phy- 
sical and  athletic  skills,  acceptable  standards  of 
social  conduct  and  the  essentials  of  leadership 
necessary  for  the  effective  functioning  in  a dem- 
ocratic society. 

INTERSCHOLASTIC  ATHLETICS 

The  varsity  and  J.  V.  sports  program  provides 
the  opportunity  for  competition  with  other  institu- 
tions for  students  who  are  most  proficient  in  the 
various  sports.  The  very  best  of  leadership,  equip- 
ment. and  training  techniques  aim  toward  the  de- 
velopment of  superior  performers. 

Schedules  are  arranged  with  college  freshman  and 
private  and  public  school  teams  of  a comparable 
strength  and  size. 

INTRAMURAL  ATHLETICS 

All  students  who  are  not  members  of  a varsity  or 
J.  V.  athletic  squad  are  involved  in  the  intramural 
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athletic  program.  The  entire  student  body  is  divid- 
ed into  four  traditional  club  units:  The  Romans, 
Saxons,  Greeks,  and  Gauls.  All  students  retain  their 
club  affiliation  throughout  their  entire  schooling  at 
Andover. 

A most  complete  program  of  seasonal  sports  is 
administered  by  the  Department  of  Physical  Educa- 
tion and  Athletics  with  the  assistance  of  the  Intra- 
mural Athletic  Council. 

Each  club  in  every  sport  has  representation  on 
the  Council,  whose  duties  are  to  establish  policies 
and  schedules,  clarify  plans,  and  consider  problems 
relating  to  the  program. 

All  sports  are  placed  upon  an  equal  major  basis 
and  recognition  is  afforded  both  individual  and 
team  champions.  Numerals  are  presented  to  the 
All-Club  teams. 

A comprehensive  point  scoring  system  is  utilized 
in  order  further  to  motivate  students,  and  more 
equitably  determine  the  Andover  All-Year  Intra- 
mural Athletic  champion. 

The  program  of  athletics  for  Junior  Students 
operates  separately  and  apart  from  the  program  for 
the  upper  three  classes  but  is  identical  in  content. 

ANDOVER  — EXETER  RELATIONSHIP 

A most  wholesome  competitive  relationship  exists 
with  Exeter  in  all  phases  of  athletics.  Every  student 
is  involved  in  the  Andover  — Exeter  rivalry  in 
either  the  varsity  or  intramural  athletic  programs. 
All  teams  in  each  sport  (except  intramural  football) 
at  the  completion  of  their  respective  schedules  will 
meet  the  Exeter  teams  whose  standings  in  their  re- 
spective leagues  correspond  to  those  at  Andover. 
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All  contests  on  the  intramural  level  precede  the 
varsity  and  J.  V.  competitions,  and  bonus  points  for 
winning  are  credited  toward  the  seasonal  and  All- 
Year  championship  awards. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  physical  education  program  attempts  to  meet 
the  individual  needs  of  students  in  the  areas  of 
swimming,  strength,  skills,  and  posture  correction. 
Students  who  display  deficiencies  in  any  of  these 
major  areas  as  revealed  by  tests  are  required  to  re- 
port for  specialized  instruction.  No  student  is  ex- 
cused from  this  phase  of  the  program  until  he  has 
satisfactorily  met  minimum  standards. 

The  Physical  Education  Department  operates  in 
close  relationship  with  the  school  Medical  Depart- 
ment. 

INSIGNIA 

The  insignia  for  all  sports  is  a seven-inch  letter. 
Football,  track  and  baseball  insignia  are  blue  letters 
to  be  worn  on  white  sweaters:  other  sports  receive 
white  letters  to  be  worn  on  blue  sweaters.  aAa’s  are 
awarded  to  members  of  football,  baseball,  and  track 
varsity  squads  who  do  not  receive  their  major  let- 
ters; to  assistant  managers  of  the  varsity  football, 
track,  and  baseball  teams;  and  to  members  of  the 
TV  football,  JV  track,  and  JV  baseball  teams  who 
engage  in  the  Exeter  contest,  with  the  proviso  that 
in  track  aAa  insignia  are  awarded  only  to  those  who 
score  points  in  the  Exeter  meet. 

The  Advisory  Board  may  vote  insignia  to  deserv- 
ing members  of  a squad.  Managers  of  sports  re- 
ceive letters  corresponding  to  those  awarded  mem- 
bers of  the  teams. 
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Class  numerals,  all  three  inches  in  size,  are 
awarded  to  all  members  of  winning  club  teams;  to 
members  of  all-club  squads;  to  members  and  assis- 
tant managers  of  all  varsity  squads,  other  than  those 
mentioned  above,  who  do  not  win  their  letters;  and 
to  members  of  the  JV  track  team  who  do  not  score 
in  the  Exeter  meet;  also  to  competitors  in  club  track 
who,  in  a numeral  meet,  achieve  certain  specified 
times  or  distances. 

ASSISTANT  MANAGERSHIPS 

Any  student  who  has  been  in  school  at  least  one 
year  may,  at  the  beginning  of  his  Upper  Middle 
year,  hand  in  his  name  to  the  Undergraduate  Treas- 
urer in  competition  for  the  managership  of  a var- 
sity sport. 

From  this  list,  assistant  managers  for  the  varsity 
sports  are  elected  by  the  Advisory  Board.  There  are 
three  assistant  managers  for  football  and  baseball, 
and  two  for  hockey,  basketball,  track,  soccer,  swim- 
ming, and  lacrosse.  At  the  end  of  the  season  the 
assistant  managers  are  voted  on  by  their  respective 
teams,  the  winner  becoming  manager  the  following 
year.  In  football  and  baseball  preliminary  votes  are 
taken,  electing  two;  then  one  of  these  is  elected. 
The  last  procedure  is  optional. 

Managers  and  manager  candidates  are  subject 
to  the  same  eligibility  rules  as  govern  members  of 
teams. 

SENIOR  MANAGERSHIPS 

As  the  varsity  sports  of  tennis  and  wrestling  and 
the  J.  V.  sport  of  football  require  no  assistant 
managers,  the  managers  of  these  three  sports  are

elected  directly  from  the  student  body.  Candidates 
nominate  themselves  when  the  vacancies  are  an- 
nounced by  the  Undergraduate  Treasurer.  All  are 
elected  from  the  Senior  class  at  the  beginning  of 
each  year. 

Managers  of  fencing,  cross  country,  and  skiing 
are  chosen  from  the  teams.  The  captain  of  skiing  is 
chosen  from  the  members  of  the  Outing  Club.

THE  PHILOMATHEAN  SOCIETY 

The  Philomathean  Society  is  the  school  club 
devoted  to  discussion  and  debate.  Though  member- 
ship is  by  election,  visitors  are  welcome  at  all  meet- 
ings, which  consist  of  brief  two  or  four-man  debates 
followed  by  an  open-forum  discussion.  Questions  of 
national,  international,  and  school  policy  are  de- 
bated, in  accordance  with  student  preference  as 
registered  in  the  Philo  Poll,  which  is  taken  several 
times  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

During  the  Fall  term,  special  classes  in  debating 
technique  are  held  for  the  benefit  of  novices.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  prizes  are  given  for  the  best 
debating  in  both  the  novice  and  experienced  groups. 
Participation  in  the  weekly  debates  is  on  a purely 
voluntary  basis,  and  members  are  free  to  debate 
as  much  or  as  little  as  they  wish.  In  recent  years, 
Philo  training  has  been  almost  a pre-requisite  for 
membership  on  the  Varsity  Debating  Team,  as  well 
as  for  participation  in  the  Robinson  Prize  Debate, 
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which  affords  a prize  of  $45  to  the  winning  team. 
Members  of  Philo  play  a prominent  part  in  the 
Andover  Inter-School  Conference  on  Current  Prob- 
lems and  have  engaged  in  several  round-table  dis- 
cussions on  the  Phillips  Academy  Radio  Hour. 

THE  PHILLIPS  SOCIETY  OF  ANDOVER 

The  Phillips  Society  welcomes  to  its  member- 
ship any  boy  in  school  who  wishes  to  take  part  in 
its  activities.  These  activities  have  as  their  purpose 
the  development  of  a better  understanding  of  the 
needs  and  problems  of  other  people  and  carrying 
out  a program  that  will  help  to  meet  these  needs. 
Foremost  among  the  purposes  for  which  Phillips 
Academy  was  established  was  the  desire  to  help 
students  learn  “the  great  end  and  real  business  of 
living.”  The  Phillips  Society  has  been  formed  to 
further  that  aim. 

The  present  organization  represents  a joining  of 
forces  of  two  groups  that  have  played  an  important 
part  in  Andover  life : the  Society  of  Inquiry, 
founded  over  a hundred  years  ago;  and  Circle  A, 
organized  early  in  the  1930s.  The  merging  of 
these  groups  is  the  result  of  the  growing  strength 
of  each,  and  of  the  recognition  that  with  a coor- 
dinated program  their  contribution  to  the  school 
and  to  the  community  will  be  improved  and 
increased. 

The  Phillips  Society’s  interests  are  suggested 
best  by  listing  some  of  its  activities: 

Receptions  for  new  boys  and  for  foreign  stu- 
dents 
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The  raising  of  money  for  Red  Cross,  Com- 
munity Chest,  the  Salvation  Army,  Hamp- 
ton Institute,  the  Grenfell  Association,  and 
other  organizations 

Conducting  a program  of  forums,  conferences, 
chapel  talks,  and  discussion  groups 

Collection  of  old  clothes,  second-hand  books, 
and  other  articles  for  distribution  to  schools 
and  hospitals 

Field  trips  to  hospitals,  factories,  recreation 
centers 

Sunday  School  teaching  and  deputation  work  in 
the  churches  in  Andover  and  its  vicinity 

Membership  in  the  Phillips  Society  is  open  to 
all  who  are  interested  in  its  aims  and  ideals  and 
willing  to  share  in  the  responsibility  and  work  of 
one  or  more  of  its  committees.  Explanation  of 
the  work  of  each  committee  is  offered  to  the  student 
body  early  in  the  school  year,  and  an  opportunity 
to  indicate  interest  and  willingness  to  work  is 
given  to  all. 


ORGANIZATIONS 

STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 

Under  the  Constitution  adopted  in  1949,  Stu- 
dent Government  comprises  the  Student  Council 
and  the  Student  Congress.  The  former  consists  of 
fifteen  members;  five  seniors  elected  by  their  class- 
mates in  the  spring  term  of  the  upper-middle  year; 
two  seniors  chosen  in  the  spring  term  of  the  upper- 
middle  year  by  the  outgoing  senior  members;  four 
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upper-middlers  elected  by  their  classmates  in  the 
spring  term  of  the  lower-middle  year;  and  two 
lower-middlers  elected  by  their  classmates  in  the 
first  week  of  the  spring  term  of  their  junior  year, 
who  serve  for  the  remainder  of  that  year  as  well  as 
for  the  following  year. 

The  Student  Congress  is  a body  of  about  thirty 
members,  each  representing  a dormitory  entry,  a 
dormitory,  a group  of  dormitories,  or  a number  of 
day  students,  these  constituencies  being  determined 
by  the  Student  Council  whose  responsibility  it  is 
to  see  that  every  living-group  in  the  school  is  rep- 
resented. Student  Congress  members  are  elected  by 
the  groups  which  they  represent  at  the  beginning 
of  each  term. 

The  functions  of  the  Student  Council  are,  brief- 
ly, to  conduct  student  elections,  to  serve  as  official 
liaison  between  the  Student  Body  and  the  Faculty, 
and  to  be  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  students  in 
such  places  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  decided  by 
the  Student  Council  and  approved  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Student  Congress,  as  a body  thoroughly  rep- 
sentative  of  all  sections  of  the  school,  is  charged 
primarily  with  making  recommendations  to  the 
Student  Council  in  the  interest  of  the  Student  Body. 

THE  OPEN  DOOR  COMMITTEE 

The  Open  Door  Committee  is  appointed  by  the 
Advisory  Board  each  term.  The  work  of  this  com- 
mittee is  of  great  importance  to  the  school  life  of 
Andover.  It  serves  as  a committee  of  hospitality, 
corresponding  with  visiting  athletic  teams  and  ar 
ranging  for  their  comfort  and  entertainment  while 
in  Andover. 
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P.  A.  POLICE 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Police  Force  to  maintain 
order  at  athletic  contests  and  to  make  themselves 
generally  useful. 

CHEERLEADERS 

Andover  cheerleaders  are  appointed  each  term 
from  the  captains  and  managers  of  sports. 

PUBLICATIONS 

There  are  three  publications  in  the  school.  Com- 
petitions are  open  in  some  cases  to  all  members  of 
the  school  except  Juniors,  in  others  to  members  of 
designated  classes.  New  students  are  not  eligible  for 
Fall  Term  Competitions,  with  the  exception  of 
Seniors  who  are  in  good  scholastic  standing  after 
the  first  rating.  The  experience  gained  in  these  com- 
petitions, whether  the  candidate  is  successful  or  not, 
is  worth  the  effort,  and  the  prestige  of  executive 
positions  on  the  boards  is  well  worth  trying  for. 
Elections  in  all  cases  depend  on  the  merit  of  the 
competitors. 

All  elections  to  the  publication  boards  and  en- 
trance in  most  of  the  competitions  require  approval 
by  the  Eligibility  Committee  of  the  Faculty.  A satis- 
factory record  must  be  maintained  for  a student  to 
take  part  in  publication  activities. 

THE  PH  I LLIP!  AN 

The  Phillipian , established  in  1878,  is  the  of- 
ficial newspaper  of  the  Academy  and  is  published 
every  Wednesday  of  the  school  year. 

Its  staff  is  divided  into  two  boards:  the  Edi- 
torial Board,  which  takes  charge  of  the  purely 
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editorial  phase  of  the  publication,  and  the  Business 
Board,  which  has  charge  of  subscriptions,  circu- 
lation, and  advertisements.  Positions  on  either 
board  are  obtained  by  competition.  The  work  done 
in  the  competition  for  the  Editorial  Board  is  re- 
porting, together  with  certain  assigned  tasks.  The 
type  of  work  in  the  business  competitions  consists 
of  obtaining  advertisements  and  subscriptions,  and 
in  taking  charge  of  the  mailing  lists.  There  are  three 
competitions  during  the  year  for  both  the  editorial 
and  business  boards  of  the  paper,  each  compe- 
tition lasting  for  one  term.  The  first  competition 
which  a new  boy  may  enter  begins  during  the 
Winter  term. 

The  Phillipian  offers  excellent  opportunities  for 
students  who  show  aptitude  either  for  business  or 
for  writing,  and  broadens  the  scope  of  one’s  school 
life  in  the  many  contacts  formed  during  the  period 
of  competition.  Manv  undergraduates  interested  in 
journalism  and  good  writing  find  it  a verv  satis- 
factory sort  of  activity. 

THE  MIRROR 

The  Mirror , founded  in  1854,  is  the  under- 
graduate magazine,  which  appears  twice  a year,  in 
the  Winter  and  Spring  terms,  following  the  period 
of  organization  in  the  Fall.  Positions  on  the  literary, 
business,  and  photographic  boards  offer  the  profit- 
able and  interesting  experience  of  working  toward 
the  publication  of  a magazine  written  solely  by  the 
students. 

THE  POT  POURRI 

The  Pot  Pourri  is  the  Academy  year  book,  pub- 
lished at  the  end  of  each  spring  term.  It  contains 
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pictures  and  personal  information  concerning  all 
Seniors  and  Non-Returning  Upper  Middlers  and 
group  pictures  of  all  school  organizations.  In  ad- 
dition there  are  many  special  features,  varying 
from  year  to  year — cartoons,  candid  camera  shots, 
special  articles,  and  Senior  polls  on  Faculty,  class- 
mates, and  other  vital  matters  of  school  life. 

There  are  three  boards  — Editorial,  Business, 
and  Art,  which  offer  excellent  opportunities  for  the 
development  of  literary,  business,  or  artistic  talent, 
respectively.  Work  done  for  the  Pot  Pourri  has  a 
peculiar  and  abiding  importance,  for  the  book  is 
ihe  chief  permanent  record  to  which  Alumni  turn 
in  later  years  for  reminiscences  of  their  years  at 
Andover. 


DANCES 

Two  Proms  are  held  during  the  school  year,  one 
in  February  and  the  other  in  late  spring.  The 
February  Prom,  called  the  Senior  Prom,  is  orga- 
nized and  directed  by  a committee  elected  from  the 
Senior  Class.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  Prom,  boys 
and  their  guests  are  received  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Kemper  at  a tea  at  the  Headmaster’s  House.  The 
spring  Prom,  called  the  Junior  Prom,  is  directed  by 
a committee  of  Upper  Middlers  and  given  in  honor 
of  the  Senior  Class.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  Prom, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kemper  receive  boys  and  their  guests 
at  a tea  dance  in  the  Commons.  All  members  of 
the  school  are  privileged  to  attend  these  dances. 
The  price  of  a Prom  ticket  is  five  dollars,  including 
the  overnight  entertainment  of  invited  guests. 
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In  addition  to  the  two  Proms,  two  or  three  tea 
dances  are  held  each  term  under  the  direction  of 
the  Student  Council. 

At  all  school  dances  the  girls  are  the  guests  not 
only  of  the  boys  who  invite  them  but  also  of  the 
Headmaster  and  the  Faculty.
